The door closed triumphantly on this year with a Junior-Senior 
Prom held at the Hawksbill Recreation Park. A few students were lost to marriage and 
other schools. 

Finally our last door was opened with thirty-eight members left in the class under the 
leadership of our helpful sponsor, Mr. Ralph Vile. The class worked hard trying to raise 
money for the two biggest events of our school years, a trip to New York City and the 
publication of the 1960 Yearbook, THE ROUNDHEAD. Some of our money-raising pro- 
jects were a Senior play, a beauty contest, dances, movies, and food sales. Our spare 
time was spent roller skating, dancing, and attending parties and ballgames. 

It is 1960 now, and time to step through the last door, the one that will take us 
away from Stanley High School. We do not know what shall open for us next, but we 
do know the goals will be bigger and the responsibilities greater. Each of us will travel 
alone and will be responsible for opening his own doors and leading his own life. 

Now the night of our graduation has come, and with it joy mingled with tears. We 
find ourselves wanting to open the doors and start all over again, but we know that is 
impossible, because what lies ahead of us is more important than what we have left be- 
hind, No matter how far we wander or what doors we open, in our hearts we know the 
door to Stanley High School will never be closed to us completely.
